In thee, O God, we live, and move, and have our Being, for we are thy Offspring. 
It is of thy Mercy that we are not confumed, even becaufe thy Compaffions fail not. 
They are new every Morning. Great is thy Faithfulnefs.

Let our Prayers be fet before thee as Incenfe, and the lifting 
up of our Hands as the Evening Sacrifice. O pour upon us the Spirit of Grace 
and Supplication, the Spirit of Adoption, teaching us to ery Abba, Father. We do 
not prefent our Supplication before thee for our Righteoufnefs. For we are before thee in 
our Trefpafles, and cannot ftand before thee becaufe of them : but in the Name of the 
great High Prieft, who is pafled into the Heavens, Jefus the Son of God, who was 
touched with the feeling of our Infirmities.

Make us not the Reproach of the 
Foolifh. O wath us thoroughly from our Iniquity, and cleanfe us from our Sin, for we 
acknowledge our Tranfgreflions, and our Sin is ever before us. Purge us with 
Hyffop, and we fhall be clean ; wath us and we fhall be whiter than Snow. Hide thy 
Face frem our Sins, and blot out all our Iniquities. All our Righteoufneffes are as filthy 
Rags. But Jefus Chrift is made of God to us Rightcoufnefs, being made Sin for us, 
tho’ he knew no Sin, that we might be made the Righteoufnefs of God inhim. Let 
us have Redemption thro’ Chrift’s Blood, even the Forgivenefs of Sins, according to the 
Riches of his Grace : For there is no Salvation in any other, there is no other Name 
under Heaven given among Men, whereby we may be faved. Fulfil in ws all the good 
Pleafure of thy Goodnefs, and the Work of Faith with Power. The very God of 
Peace fanctify us wholly, and we pray God, our whole Spirit, and Soul, and Body, may 
be preferved blamelefs, unto the Coming of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 


RELPENISH this School of the Prophets, with every good and every perfect Gift from 
above, ---from the Father of Lights.
